upon and are supported by the tracks g ¢, 
which are level across the top, but bend 
down at the ends, so that when a box be- 
gins to turn down, as at 4,in the movement 
indicated by the arrow /, the rising edge is 
not thrown above the level of the wire. 

The flexible hose pipes £ & are made of 
material which will not collapse under at- 
mospheric pressure and connect the boxes 
with corresponding holes, # # in the disk 7, 
as shown in Figs. 8 and 4. This disk 7is 
attached to the shaft . of the gear wheel ¢, 
and its flat side is in practically air tight 
connection with the stationary plate w, 
carrying the small arc-shaped air cham- 
ber v, which fits the disk 7 and brings a 
certain number of the opénings ” # near 
the edge of that disk into communication 
with the exhaust pipe s, leading to the air 
pump or other strong exhauster. In this 
manner a predetermined number of the 
boxes in the middle of the top of the series 
and in contact with the apron are sub- 
jected to the strong exhaust current. 

The boxes when moving in contact with 
the wire are close together, their edges,

Suction Device for Paper Making 
Machines. 





This invention consists in providing 

series of suction boxes, each as long as 
he wire is wide, driven by power moving 
with the wire, together forming a large 
flat exhausted surface on which the wire 
rests, and upon which the weight of the at- 
mosphere may press it without causing any 
wear or strain, since all sliding friction is 
avoided. Moving with the wire as far as 
required, they then drop away from it and 
return underneath to their starting point. 

These boxes are preferably semicylindrical, 

with closed ends, and having the flat top in 

the plane of the diameter of the semicylin- 
der formed of perforated sheet metal. 

The boxes are attached at the ends to the 
links of two endless chains carried by prop- 
erly formed sprocket wheels, which links 
also carry rollers by which the boxes while 
in contact with the apron above are sup- 
ported and ride upon tracks, returning un- 
derneath the same. Each box is connected 
by a flexible hose pipe with one of a series 
of holes through a rotary disk, which has as 
many holes as there ate suction boxes, and 
in the rotation of the disk these holes regis- 
ter with a small exhaust chamber through 
which the boxes, which for the time are in 
contact with the wire above them, are 
brought into internal communication with a 
strong air pump. A series of gear wheels 
give equal motion to the sprocket wheels at 
the two sides of the machine and also to the 
rotary disk in the middle, which is speeded 
so as to make its rotation agree with the 
revolution of the whole series of suction 
boxes and so keep the flexible hose pipes 
from crossing. 

Figure 1 shows in a side elevation the re- 
lation of the boxes, the links supporting 
them, the rollers and the sprocket wheels 
carrying them. Fig.2 shows in perspective 
the principal parts of the suction devices, 
the sides being removed. Fig. 3 shows 
in a side elevation the boxes, the rotary 
disk and the flexible hose connections be- 
tween them. Fig. 4 shows the same in 
perspective for a single box. Fig. 5 
sketches in side elevation the arrangement 
of two similar series of such boxes placed 
so that the pulp resting over the edges of 
the boxes of one series shall be over the 
middle of those of the other series, a level- 
ing or dandy roll being applied to the sur- 
face of the pulp as it passes from one series 
to the other. 

For the semicylindrical boxes closed at 
the ends 7 is used, and m for their perfo- 
rated tops. Each end of each box is at- 
tached to a link, /, and at each joint of these 
links is a roller, r, on the inner side of the 
endless chain and on the outer side a pro- 
jection or short stud fitting the forks 7/7 
of the sprocket wheels ¢. The sprocket 
wheel ¢ and gear wheel a are upon a short 
arbor, as are the corresponding wheels upon 
the other side of the machine, and there is 
no shaft connecting them across the ma- 
chine through the centre, where the space 
must be left clear for the movement of the 
flexible hose. The gear wheels at the two 
sides of the machine are connected across by 
the shaft o’ of the gear wheels ¢ o or that of 
the wheel @, and the speed of the wheel a is 
reduced through the wheels 4 and < to d, 
which moves slower in proportion asthe num- 
ber of suction boxes in the whole series is 
greater than the number of forks / / in the 
sprocket wheel ¢—that is, slower in propor- 
tion as the revolution of the whole series of 
boxes is slower than the rotation of the 
wheel a. 

Motion is communicated to the whole 
series of gear wheels by a connecting 
wheel (not shown), which, being properly 
geared, causes the surface of the boxes to 
move at the same speed as the wire which 
rests upon them and relieves the wire from 
the strain incident to carrying them. 

The rollers r+ r, carrying the endless 
chains to which the boxes are attached, roll 


formed with strips of elastic material, meet 
each other, and the exhaust action upon 
the pulp onthe belt resting upon them 
is practically continuous through the 
series ; but if it proves to be less at the 
lines where the boxes meet the machine may 
be speeded sothat the boxes will travel a 
little faster than the apron, helping in its 
movement and providing that no part of the 
pulp shall miss the full action of the exhaust. 
This equalizing of exhaust action can be 
effected still more completely by providing 
two series of suction boxes arranged as 
shown in Fig. 5, where the pulp that has 
been over the middle of each box of the 
right-hand series, as at u, will come over 
the meeting edges of the boxes of the left- 
hand group at w’. Incase the wire moves 
uniformly with the boxes and there is only 
a single series of these, coarse perforations 
in their flat tops will give corresponding 
watermarks in the paper, and these may 
be arranged to form any desired figures, 
but fine uniform perforations or wire cloth 
over the perforated sheets will give uniform 
paper. The dandy roll z, between the two 
series or at the end of one, will help to lay 
the surface of the paper. To adapt the 
device to use upon paper narrower than 
the full width of the wire each box is pro- 
vided with sliding heads controlled by a 
long screw having a right-hand thread at 
one end and a left-hand one at the other, 
in the manner common in suction boxes. 
The shape of the traveling suction boxes 
and the method of mounting and propelling 
them may be different. The gearing need 
not be the same, and the connection with 
the exhaust may be otherwise arranged. 
By forming the boxes with suitable valve 
seats they might be made to register di- 
rectly with a properly shaped opening in an 
exhaust chamber without the intervention 
of the flexible hose pipes and rotary disk. 
Such a series might be carried by the wire, 
and the gearing be dispensed with.

If a piece of paper machinery is made 
to run fast it will require more power to 
drive it. This is self evident and is readily 
understood by the millwright. It is also 
true that to make an engine run faster will 
develop more power. The reason therefor 
is not quite so readily understood by some 
people. It is this: Suppose that an engine 
is running 100 revolutions per minute, with 
a pressure of 500 pounds upon the piston 
head; the engine makes two strokes per 
revolution, and 2 x 500 — 1,000 pounds of 
‘push " delivered at every complete revo- 
lution. If the engine runs at the rate of 
fifty revolutions per minute it can be readily 
seen that 50,000 pounds pressure is made 
available upon the piston head every sixty 
seconds. If, however, the speed of the en- 
gine is increased to seventy-five revolutions 
per minute the power will be increased in 
a corresponding ratio, and 75,000 pounds 
' pressure will be made available each min-

ute. There is, of course, some loss, owing 
to increased friction of engine parts, re- 
sistance of atmosphere, &c., but within cer- 
tain limits this resistance does not increase 
so fast as the power which is gained by 
high rotative speed. 

There is a limit beyond which the losses 
more than offset the advantages gained. 
These losses are chiefly by reason of cylin- 
der re-evaporation, condensation, &c. The 
speed should be limited to a point where 
these losses are reduced to a minimum, and 
that speed must depend upon the construc- 
tion of the engine, pressure of steam carried 
and other conditions. Frequently a small 
engine can be made to develop increased 
power at a decreased consumption of steam 
by simply speeding the engine to run faster. 
To do this it is only necessary to de- 
crease the size of the engine pulley. or 
increase that of the main line. Usually it 
is better to increase the size of the driven 
pulley. 

If an engine is troubled with a light fly 
wheel, it can be frequently cured by speed- 
ing up as described above. The energy 
stored up in the mass of iron represented 
by the fly wheel depends for its quantity 
upon the speed of the fly wheel, diameter, 
weight, &c. Either one of these factors 
may be increased, with the effect of increas- 
ing the amount of energy which is stored 
up and made available between the strokes 
of the piston, and when extra heavy loads 
are placed upon the engine. When an en- 
gine is speeded up in this manner it will be 
necessary usually to so change the governor 
belt and pulleys that the former may con- 
tinue to run at the same speed which it 
made before the change. This rule applies 
only when the governor is driven at the 
correct speed; this point can usually be 
determined by noticing the angle made by 
the balls when in motion ; they should stand 
at an angle of 45 degrees from the vertical 
shaft which drives them, thus making a 


square or an coeds of 90 Treas with 
each other ‘and the rods which sustain 
them. 

Some etigines have weights to place upon 
the governor, by which the speed can be 
varied at will. Extreme variations of speed 
should never be made by weights for the 
reason above mentioned. An engine with 
a fly wheel too light for the duty it has to 
do has a variable exhaust, very much like 
that of a gas engine. In such cases where 
it is not advisable to increase the speed of 
the engine, the weight of the wheel may be 
increased by putting some heavy lags com- 
pletely around the inside of the rim, bolt- 
ing them fast,and in the cavity which is 
usually cast in the rim on either side of the 
arms. 

In changing the speed of a governor put 
the larger pulley on the governor shaft, 
not on the engine shaft. If, on the con- 
trary, it is desired to run the engine slower, 
then the larger pulley may be placed upon 
the engine shaft. Some governors may be 
regulated by compressing a spring; even 
with this care should be taken that the ball 
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or weight is carried at a point which allows 
it to act with the greatest degree of effi-

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Sulphite Digester Linings.

The old method of lining sulphite 
digesters with sheet lead blocked or burned 
fast to the shell long ago proved to be 
impracticable and inadequate, as compared 
with the more efficient linings of the present 
day. As its use rapidly draws to a close, 
and it ceases to be recognized as the best 
lining that can be adopted, we find ourselves 
wondering at the great amount of patience 
and forbearance which we were obliged to 
exercise in order to overlook the many in- 
consistencies and disadvantages of the lead 
lining in those times when sulphite pulp 
manufacturers clamored in vain for some- 
thing better, 

From year to year various modifications 
of the more recent cement linings have been 
introduced as a possible solution of this great 
problem ; but they could not be regarded in 
themselves as absolutely perfect digester 
linings, but their advent suggested other 
ideas in relation to the subject, which soon 
brought forth a sure and satisfactory 
method. It is well understood that the 
chief difficulty with the old lead lining, 
which came directly in contact with the hot 
liquor, was that it would succumb to the 
very severe destructive effect, caused princi- 
pally by the difference in the heat expan- 
sion and contraction of the lead and steel 
shell, assisted possibly by some chemical 
action. 

In the lead linings which were blocked to 
the shell, very often deep holes would be 
discovered in the sheet lead just next to the 
row of blocks, giving every appearance of 
chemical decomposition. Again, it was 
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often noticed that at this point, where the 
lead had become so thoroughly used up, 
weakened and perhaps finally broken, a 
deposit of gypsum would be.found. ‘This 
aroused the feeling that precipitated sul- 
phite or sulphate of lime had even a stronger 
destructive effect upon the sheet lead than 
the hot sulphite liquor. Experience has 
taught most sulphite manufacturers, how- 
ever, that the chief source of this difficulty 
exists not so much in chemical as in physi- 
cal changes, or the consequence of sudden 
variations of temperature. 


There are inventors who have sought to 
convince the trade that if digesters are 
properly lined with cement and brick 
alone, this material being placed upon the 
shell, there will be no tendency in the boiler 
to leak, even during the first cook. It is 
possible that one digester in ten might be 
lined in this manner, and start off with 
such success ; but this condition of affairs 
is so entirely the exception to the rule that 
linings of only brick and cement are rather 
expected to leak very slightly at the outset. 
To those who have any knowledge of the 
very active property of sulphite liquor upon 
metals, it is plain that even a drop of acid 
should not reach the shell. 


There are men, to be sure, who have ex- 
perimented very extensively in developing 
the best cement mixtures and have acquired 
much experience in laying acid-proof bricks, 
yet, be as skilled in the art as they may, 
the acid is liable to find a minute pin hole 
in some joint of their masonwork, through 
which it will pass, even if in limited quanti- 
ties. Those who have used digesters lined 
with brick and cement will say they have 
observed this fact and, too, that as long as 
the acid is allowed to flow through these in- 
terstices the leak will constantly grow 
more and more serious. On the other hand, 
if this circulation is stopped, and the hot 
liquor, after passing through these imper- 
fections in the cement joint, comes in cen- 
tact with a thin layer of sheet lead, which 
completely covers the surface of the shell, 
insoluble salts will be precipitated which 
will fill up all of these small leaks with ma- 
terial quite as hard and acid proof as the 
brick themselves. 


I have explained in a previous paper that 
sulphite liquor when heated loses its free 
sulphurous acid and immediately precipi- 
tates its sulphite lime. 


It is best, then, to line a sulphite digester 
in such a manner that if the liquor finds its 
way through the entire thickness of the 
brick and cement its flow will be effectually 
obstructed by some acid-proof metal vefore 
it can reach the shell and thus be given an 
opportunity to make its own repairs, until 
finally the lining shall be one continuous, 
sound and impervious mass. If this pre- 
caution is not observed a drop of liquor will 
slowly but surely pass through to the shell 
and open a passageway to one of the sweat- 
holes or seams. At first only a very 
small quantity of acid is able to reach the 
outside surface of the shell, but there is 
more fresh acid to follow, which will dis- 
solve more and more of the cement, until 
finally it is realized that this is only the 
beginning of a serious leak. 

By combining these two old forms—the 
brick and cement and the lead linings—we 
derive a method for lining sulphite digest- 
ers which has already proved adequate, and 
eliminates every element of uncertainty. 

So far as we are able to learn sheet lead 
will resist the chemical action of sulphite 
liquor, aad, furthermore, it will not mani- 
fest any destructive effect until heat comes 
in contact with the steel shell and the lead. 
Just as soon as these parts are heated the 
unequal expansion and contraction of steel 
and lead causes the latter to “ pull” or 
‘‘ work away ” from the points where these 
two metals are burned together. If a thick 
lining of acid-proof brick and cement is laid 
upon the lead, so that the former will be 
exposed to the hot liquor, the brick, by 
virtue of their very poor heat-conducting 
power, will keep the lead at a normal and 
nniform temperature. Under these condi- 
tions the sheet lead lining next the shell 
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does its "work successfully and remains 
intact for an indefinite period. 

The bricks are laid in a mixture of the 
best Portland cement and sand, whieh binds 
them together firmly and makes the entire 
inner surface of the lining like one continu- 
ous piece of stone. It has been clearly 
demonstrated, however, that Portland ce- 
ment, or a mixture of sand and Portland 
cement, after it is thoroughly ‘‘set,” is not 
perfectly insoluble in hot sulphite liquor ; 
therefore it has become necessary to *‘ point 
up” the joints—merely covering their sur- 
face, say to the depth of a quarter of an 
inch, with anacid-proof cement. 

Many digesters have been lined with a 
cement mixture made of Portland cement 
and sand with a little water glass ; and 
while the results, at the start, may have 
been fairly good, the surfaces of these lin- 
ings demonstrated the fact that the hot 
liquor had decomposed the cement, and 
that the lining wasted away very rapidly. 

Brick which are acid proof in every sense 
of the word can be made, and now that a 
method has been devised for making an acid- 
proof joint, the last problem in relation to 
sulphite digester linings seems to have been 
solved. 

For the first few weeks after the digester 
is lined the boiler is run with the joints 
filled with the cement mixture. At the ex- 
piration of that time enough of the cement 
and sand will have been decomposed and 
washed away to permit pointing up of the 
joints with the acid-proof cement, which, 
when hard, will resist both the chemical and 
abrasive action of the hot liquor. 

There is a word to say in relation to the 
bricks, and this is worthy of careful consid- 
eration. In the first, place they must be of 
a very highly siliceous material, pure and 
thoroughly acid proof. By that I do not 
mean to say that they must be completely 
vitrified, because if the material is of the 
proper composition the brick will not have 
to be quite in a vitrified state to give satis- 
factory results. On the other hand it is 
better that the brick should not be as close 
and semi-fused throughout as a street pav- 
ing brick, for the reason that in such a 
state it 1s a much better conductor of heat 
than one which is slightly more porous. 

Paving brick are made from the impurer 
varieties of clay, which, if not vitrified, are 
less capable of resisting the action of acids 
as perfectly as fire clays. 

Again, the brick certainly ought to be 
made of such a shape and with the surfaces 
curved that the entire lining will go into 
position with only a few brick at least hav- 
ing to be chipped. Their edges and sur- 
faces should be in perfect condition, other- 
wise the joints will not be well made. 

This describes the particular advantages 
of a patented digester lining which is now 
on the market and giving excellent results. 
The maximum life of the lining, however, 
is not known, but the present indications 
point toward its exceeding three years.

It is to be. remembered, however, that I 
have also clung to that dear old Bostonese 
habit of claiming all the chips that may 
fall on the floor. I am in receipt of informa- 
tion concerning the annual farce of the 
State of Ohio making her yearly contract 
for paper. The performance this year was 
even more farcical than usual, and that 
seems at first glance almost impossible. 
Following out this line of thought one of 
the regular bidders has traced a striking 
similarity between this performance and 
the Passion play at Oberammergau, the 
principal points of difference being that the 
Passion play is given only oncein ten years, 
is a tragedy, and the Saviour is the most 
prominent character, while the performance 
in Ohio occurs every year, is a roaring 
farce, and has nosaviour (unless, perchance, 
the various articles in THe Parer Trape 
Journat should prove to be one). This 
selfsame bidder further suggested, and it 
was unanimously adopted, that it be called 
‘‘Oberlamadamphool,” or ‘‘Are All the 
Suckers Under Water?” 

For the last six or seven years the same 
old familiar faces have assembled on the 
first Monday in September, and put in their 
little bids on ‘‘ supercalendered paper free 
from barytes and other earthy substances ” 


(rats), and on this hinges the whole plot. | 


Each year the prices and quality have gone 
further and further away from samples sub- 
mitted, a good honest ‘‘ super.” During the 
year rehearsals were held at the convenience 
of the bidders, whenever two or three would 
gather together and go over their respec- 
tive lines—hard lines too at that, some so 
hard that they would not bear repetition in 
polite society. The last grand rehearsal 
was always held on the morning of the per- 
formance at the office of Brother Miller, who 
was always one of the ‘‘ danseuses.” At 
these I have always noticed more chewing 
of rags (and cloves) than would suffice to 
make the entire contract, that is, if made 
**free from barytes and other earthy sub- 
stances.” 
A little before noon all of the dramatis 
persone adjourned to the State House, 
where at high noon the curtain was rung 
up, showing all of the minor parts taken by 
the paper men and the principals by the 
honorable =~ Seon, oon of State, 
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State Auditor, Attorney General and the 
chief of the clerical help, a Mr. Kinney. 
The last mentioned gentleman, by the way, 
takes only a thinking part, and it must 
be admitted that he, like the man referred 
to in the old Irish ditty, *‘does it dom 
well.” 

There was nothing new in this year’s 
performance, everybody did their best, and 
as an entirety it was voted a success, bar- 
ring a slight oversight on the part of the 
committee on scenic effects, composed of 
Messrs. Wing, Mead, Miller and Dunklee. 
These gentlemen, actuated by a spirit of 
mischief or pure, unadulterated jealousy, 
furnished brimstone instead of red fire, and 
naturally it did not take well. In explan- 
ation they said that in previous years each 
and every bidder left vowing he was going 
to raise ‘‘——," and they had simply pre- 
pared for that emergency. The latest re- 
ports from that section do not speak of any 
geographical change in Ohio, so I presume 
that there ‘‘ hain’t been no raisin’.”

Co., stationers, Cleveland, at 2.07% cents, 
printing office delivery, and I am told that 
the mill makes it for 1.85 cents delivered. 
Would it not be an insult to the intelligence 
of the paper trade to dwell on these figures? 
Could sarcasm touch the intellect of anyone 
making such a contract? Have they no 
laws of impeachment for malfeasance in 
office in Ohio? and to what better use could 
the American Paper Makers’ Association 
devote the cost of a banquet than to look up 
some such laws and apply them at the proper 
place, *‘ free from barytes, &c."? 

Several articles on this subject in Tue 
Parer TRADE JOURNAL during the last year 
seem to have hurt somebody ; at any rate, 
a rumor appeared in Columbus on Septem- 
ber 2, 1895, that bids must be higher this 
year. Some of the bidders apparently 
heard this a trifle louder than others.

I think that 
the natural deduction of any paper man 
would be as follows: Bidders Nos. 2 and 3 
intended to buy a ‘‘super”; Nos. 4, 5, 6and 7 
would manufacture and supply a ‘‘ super” ;

Observe the peculiarity of 
the bid of Brooks & Co. Last year they 
received and, so far as this unfortunate 
State was concerned, filled satisfactorily 
this same contract at 2.07% cents. This 
year, after an all around decline in the mar- 
ket of a half to three-quarters of a cent, 
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they advance their bid 2.40 cents, and this 
same commission looked wise and said 
nothing. (In case, gentlemen, you desire 
also to saw wood and get some of last 
year’s paper, you will find the wood there 
and those same “‘ b-a-r-y-t-e-s”’). 

If the contract is awarded, as it should 
be, to the lowest bidders it is hoped that they 
will ‘attempt to furnish nothing but ma- 
chine finished paper, and the whole lot of 
bidders should stand back of the successful 
one to a man, for several reasons ; first, the 
improvement will be decided and would 
seem to indicate that it is within the range 
of possibilities to move this honorable com- 
mission up another peg next year, or to

There has 
been a certain leniency in this regard for 
several years, and so the bidders were 
thereby induced to name exceedingly low 
figures.

It is notorious that out of a very sparse 
population this little town of Hancock has 
startled the world with more throat cutting 
and hanging suicides than any othertown in 
New England. Within a period of half a 
century, and before Robert Ingersoll talked 
upon this subject, full a dozen of its pioneer 
agriculturists, all of them sterling, solid 
men, thus terminated their earthly career. 
No cause has ever been given for the un- 
usual prevalence of this mania in Hancock, 
where, when the sun shines, it is just as 
bright and pleasant as elsewhere, but when 
the storm clouds arch over its narrow valley, 
from mountain ridge to mountain ridge, it 
is always as solemn and gloomy as the 
Crawford Notch in New Hampshire. 

It was here that the very pious and ear- 
nest Baptist minister. Rev. Elnathan Sweet, 
became impressed as far back as 1840 that 
the end of the world was close at hand, and 
went out into all of the pulpits of Western 
Massachusetts and Eastern New York, and 
warned the people of its approach with fear- 
ful eloquence, backed by unanswerable 
Bible proofs. Yet this pious, good man and 
his faithful bachelor brother did not live 
to witness the end of the world ; neither 
has a son or a grandson looked upon it, 
both having done honorable service to man- 
kind. 

Here yet resides Rufus Mason, once a 
head man of the town, and its prosper- 
ous tanner. In age he is reaching up 
toward the nineties, and is very hale and 
hearty for these years. Hancock was for- 
merly noted for its trout fishing, and Mr. 
Mason was always a true disciple of Izaak 
Walton. He hasa treasure in his posses- 
sion beyond the reach of wealth to obtain 
from him, and it is nothing more than an 
ancient fishpole. This pole is prized be- 
cause it has been angled with by many of 
the graduates of Williams College, now de- 
ceased, but who were eminent in their life 
history. It was with this pole that David 
Dudley and Cyrus W. Field used to fish. 
President James Garfield always brought in 
a goodly string of trout with it, either with 
the worm or bug or the artificial fly. Gen. 
H.N. Eldridge, the famous Chicago lawyer, 
never handled its like for luck ; besides, it 
was the weapon handled by one of there 
persons who brought the finest mess of trout 
ever caught in Hancock waters into the old 
Reynolds tavern, in which event Mr. Mason 
avers old Satan himself took a hand, as this 
party Went out fishingon Sunday. ** 

The new electric railway connecting 
North Adams and Williamstown is ex- 
pected to be in operation early in the win- 
ter.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., September 7, 1895. 

Between Pittsfield and Albany and 
North Adams and Troy there has never 
been any very great attempt at paper mak- 
ing, although there is no lack of water for 
motive power or of fine, pure springs. 
There are a number of mills in that section 
and within the borders of New York en- 
gaged in turning out straw wrapping paper, 
and one or two more of greater importance ; 
but these do not derive all of the advan- 
tages which the locality seems to afford. 

Improvements for travel from Pittsfield 
to New Lebanon, N. Y., and from North 
Adams to Williamstown, and eventually 
to the Pownals in Vermont and the Hoo- 
sicks in New York, cannot fail to develop 
the manufacturing possibilities of all this 
section of country, as well as to open it up 
to thickersettlement. From the West Pitts- 
field station on the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road a mile of State highway has been 
completed to what is known as the settle- 
ment of the Church family of Shakers, 
and yet another mile of this highway is be- 
ing built westward, with a terminus near 
the New York State line. This 2 miles of 
State highway passes through the finest 
meadow, tillage, pasture and wood land of 
the 3000 acres of the Church family of 
Shakers, avoiding hills, cutting down dis- 
tances and making a beautiful driveway 
from Pittsfield to Columbia Hall and the old 
home of the Tildens in New Lebanon. The 
Church family is to place 2,000 acres of its 
property on the market for suburban homes 
for city residents, and will to a large degree 
abandon agriculture, as it has previously 
done primitive manufacture, while the 
family, which numbers seventy people, will 
retain its settlement, with 1,000 acres sur- 
rounding it, and will turn its attention to 
fruit culture in Florida. It has already ex- 
changed its land holdings in Dayton, Ohio, 
for a large and fertile tract in Florida, of 
which a few of its members are now in 
charge. 

The head trustee of this family is Ira 
Lawson, who was born in Woodstock, 
Conn., sixty-three years ago; he is of 
Scotch ancestry and is an active and thor- 
oughgoing business man. The Shaker 
lands, which he opens up to summer resort 
homes, are what is known as Mount Pleas- 
ant, and in the language of the new song 
are ‘‘pretty as a picture.” All of the 
charming mountain ranges and the south- 
ern Berkshire valleys are visible from the 
gentle Mount Pleasant slopes, which are 
very fertile and are watered by purest 
springs. On its summit, overlooking fifteen 
towns are the ruins of the foundations of 
the old stage tavern kept 100 years ago by 
Henry Stanton, and not far away is his 
grave. At the southern foot slope of Mount 
Pleasant yet stands the old barn in which, 
in 1780, Ann Lee, the English mother of 
the American Shakers, used to preach ; this 
is only 2 miles from the famous Perry's 
Peak, a prominent Government weather 
signal station. The north and south fam- 
ilies of the New Lebanon Shakers, which 
number 200 persons,own about 8,000 acres 
of fine agricultural land, and the lands of 
the Church family and the South New Leb- 
anon family adjoin. 

To the north of New Lebanon and west 
of Stephentown, N. Y., is the village of 
Hancock, which, skipped by the railroads 
and situated in a narrow and remote moun- 
tain valley, has been running down at 
the heel in manufacture and population for, 
lo, these very many years. It once had a busy 
woolen mill and a large tannery, but long 
ago these were burned down, and some 
time after they had outlived their useful- 
ness. The Roll Bight Woolen Mill, built of 
stone in 1852, owned by John Taylor, and 
located on a fine water privilege, yet stands, 
although dismantled for a long period of 
time. In it are 2,000 pounds of wool and a 













































fashioned New England village into one of 
the most charming localities in this the 
veritable Switzerland of America. While 
the college buildings from a few plain brick 
structures have come to be on their hill top 
sites edifices of great architectural beauty, 
the village hotels and residences and their 
surroundings and streets and avenues have 
kept pace with them in finish and adorn- 
ment.

Advantage has been taken of the low 
water to rebuild the guard lock at the head 
of the West Canal in Appleton to provide 
against future contingencies. 

The surprising news is reported from 
Oshkosh this afternoon that that city is 
going to exhibit a complete change of front 
in the water power business, and that a 
petition is being circulated there and is re- 
ceiving the signatures of the prominent 
people, asking the War Department to per- 
mit the manufacturers to draw 40,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute, as a temporary re- 
lief, on condition that the water is not drawn 
down in the lake to more than 4 inches be- 
low its present stage. The news seems to 
be authentic, and manufacturers are at a loss 
to “account for Oshkosh’s magnafififity. 
One of the prominent young lawyers of 
Oshkosh, who is a personal friend of Gen- 
eral Doe, is to take the petition to Washing- 
ton and see that it has speedy and favorable 
attention. It seems probable therefore 
that some water will be drawn before very 
long. With the present rate of rise in the 
lake it is estimated by those best acquainted 
with the facts that the water would not be 
up to the crest of the Menasha dam until 
next spring’s freshet, so that unless there is 
some change in present orders no water 
could be used for manufacturing before that 
time. The water is now getting to be very 
low in the Wisconsin River and also on the 
northern rivers where plants are located. 
It is reported that the big Park mills of the 
Marinette and Menominee Paper Company 
have been compelled to shut down on ac- 
count of the low water, all the water that 
there is being needed for the rafting of 
logs. * z 

One of the biggest rafts of pulp wood 
ever brought to the docks of the Pulp Wood 
Supply Company at Long Tail Point ar- 
rived there last week in charge of two large 
lake tugs. The raft was a mile in circum- 
ference, and contained about 7,000 cords 
of wood, valued at about $40,000.

The first month of autumn has 
dawned upon us at last, but it is too early 
in that month as yet for any marked change 
from summer conditions to have taken 
place. A number of leading men of the 
Chicago paper trade have been interviewed 
during the past few days and all seem to be 
viewing the situation complacently. Many 
say that August turned out better than the 
same month last year. Some say that 
things now are about as they were when I 
wrote to Tue Journat a fortnight ago; 
others, that improvement has already set in. 

Nobody expects any material progress 
until after the middle of the month, how- 
ever, as summer weather continues and 
people have not yet all got home from their 
vacations and fairly settled down to fall 
business. The belief, based upon the ele- 
ments of careful business calculation, is 
very general that when once the fall trade 
does open in real earnest it will be more 
active and satisfactory than has been known 
in years. 

A tendency to stiffening of prices is 
noted in many quarters. Those who are 
bold enough to take action in this direction 
sometimes incur diminution in the volume 
of their trade, ‘tis true; but those to whom 
their neighbors’ losses thus become gains 
are even now, it is believed, taking heart 
to advance prices themselves, and so the 
pioneers in the movement will soon be get- 
ting the full benefit of their wise and fear- 
less action ; for it is not likely that a custo- 
mer will long remain away from his old 
place of buying when the extra inducement 
of lower prices elsewhere no longer exists. 

Book papers continue to be the conspicu- 
ous exception to the general upward tend- 
ency. The gentleman quoted at some length 
in my last letter regarding this class of 
goods says that there is no change. The 
one—a standard authority on everything 
relating to book—then spoken of as being 
out of town has since returned. He com- 
plains with much feeling of the present state 
of the market, saying that ‘‘ book papers 
are very, very low.” He declares, however, 
that there is a decided tendency to re- 
action, noticeable especially among large 
consumers, which will manifest itself in the 
near future. Men of the class referred to, 
he says, are now getting good papers at low 
prices. This—to show that good sometimes 
comes out of evil—is a means of education

Score one for strawboard! The follow- 


ing from the head of the Chicago 77zbune's 
money and stocks article of last Friday is 


highly encouraging : 

‘*The American Straw Board Company 
will pay a dividend before the next annual 
meeting, according to the present belief of 
the officials. Everything is working in 
most satisfactory shape under the new 
agreement, they say, and the company is 
making money. ‘‘ The strawboard business 
is at last on a paying basis,’ said Treasurer 
W. P. Orr, of the American Straw Board 
Company yesterday. ‘Everythingis work- 
ing as smoothly as could be wished for under 
the new agreement. ‘The advance in prices 
is being maintained, and there is now profit 
in the business. We are meeting with no 
serious obstacles. Manufacturing of straw- 
board is a legitimate business, and there is 
no reason why there should not be legitimate 
profit in it. The American Straw Board 
Company hasa splendid plant. For two 
years the life has been cut out of the busi- 
ness. We have got things now where 
there is going to be some return to the 
people who have invested their money. 
It is true that dealers stocked up pretty 
heavily with low-priced goods just before 
the advance came, and the demand is 
consequently rather below the average for 
the present. Affairs will soon be back to 
a normal point, however, and the company 
will be making money, Before the next 
annual meeting the stockholders of the 
American Straw Board Company will re- 
ceive a dividend.’” 

J. H. Swinarton, second vice-president 
and manager of thé American Straw Board 
Company, who now puts in a great part of 
his time in New York as president of the 
Standard Straw Board Company, was in 
Chicago on Saturday, and I had the pleasure 
of a few minutes’ conversation with him. 
Mr. Swinarton is enthusiastic over the way 
matters are proceeding under the new sell- 
ing arrangement. Manufacturers, he says, 
have taken hold of the matter in a truly 
co-operative spirit, and everything is work- 
ing splendidly. 

While on the subject of strawboard it may 
not be amiss to quote the following, which 
appeared in one of our dailies during the 
discussion caused by the rather glowing 
send-off given by some of the papers to 
the Western Board Paper Company : 

“A heavy owner of American Straw 
Board stock believes the competition of the 
new strawboard company, which the pack- 
ers are organizing, has been exaggerated. 
He writes as follows: ‘I would like to 
show the absurdity of this contemplated 
competition. This subject was brought be- 
fore me by the patentee probably a year 
ago, and I declined to consider it. It has 
been proposed in years past to manufac- 
ture strawboard frem the stable cleanings 
in New York city. This can be secured for 
less than the cost of removal, as people will 
pay something to getit out of the way, but 
the idea of using this matter for this purpose 
has not been considered practicable on ac- 
count of its offensive nature and the mixed 
material. Now, the material taken from 
animals’ stomachs must be changed during 
the different periods of the process of diges- 
tion from the time the hay enters the 
mouth till it is discharged from the stom- 





ach. How it is possible to make a uni- 
form and merchantable quality of board 
of such mixed stuff I cannot imagine. 
When we consider straw is largely a waste 
product, being of little value except the 
cost of hauling, that it is one of the most 
cleanly of all materials, I think that straw 
will always continue to be used for the pur- 
pose of making cheap board ; that nothing 
else can enter into competition with it in 
cheapness, cleanliness and quality. I don't 
believe the, material procured at the stock 
yards can be gathered so as to make board 
any cheaper than straw, saying nothing 
about the $5 a ton which they propose to 
save, which is about the cost of straw ina 
ton of board. If it can be made that much 
cheaper it will be more than that much in- 
ferior in quality ; and I think when people 
want to buy board to make into cracker 
boxes and all the other food supplies which 
are now packed in strawboard, and we give 
the proper name to the material, they will 
be little inclined to buy it in competition. 
In answer to these strictures people inter- 
ested in thé hew company say that the ma- 
terial which they use is only that taken from 
the first stomach of the beef, and is not de- 
composed in the least. Specimens of the 
new board are being shown, and the people 
who are behind the enterprise express great 
confidence regarding the part the new fac- 
tories are to play in the strawboard busi- 
ness.” 

In addition to the last paragraph of the 
above, I can say, from inside information, 
that the projectors of the new enterprise are 
not in the least frightened by any of the 
‘* bogies" which have been raised by those 
interested in other directions. Considering 
the many things in daily use—some of them 
as edibles—whose compounding it might 
not be well for those of weak stomach to 
dwell upon, they pooh-pooh the idea that 
such objections as those quoted in the news- 
paper article will have any weight when a 
good board is offered at a low figure. Such, 
they confidently say, will be their product. 
Time will determine whether these sanguine 
gentlemen are correct in their predictions ; 
meanwhile work is going on apace, and 
there is no longer any doubt that there is 
plenty of money behind the scheme to thor- 
oughly demonstrate its possibilities. 


Many instances come to hand of the good 
work done by the Fort Dearborn Transfer 
Company. What with its excellent teams 
and careful drivers, its ample storage 
facilities and its complete and extensive ar- 
rangements for transferring and forwarding 
it has earned for itself a name among parties 
shipping to Chicago and surrounding terri- 
tory which may well be envied. 

Many a paper manufacturer has a number 
of orders due to be filled about the same time, 
some to Chicago, some to Peoria, Quincy, 
Davenport, Des Moines or any other one or 
more cities or towns within the immense 
extent of country having business relations 
with Chicago. Let them load all of these 
orders into one or more cars (thus securing 
carload rates) and consign the whole collec- 
tion to the ‘‘ Fort Dearborn,” with proper 
directions as to the ultimate placing of each 
lot, and they will thus secure cheaper trans- 
portation, quicker delivery and greater 
satisfaction to customers than can be possi- 
bly accomplished by different methods. 


It is rumored that the Philadelphia syn- 
dicate which recently acquired the water 
power of the Sault Ste. Marie is making- 
overtures to certain Chicago capitalists for 
leasing power for pulp and paper mills. 
How far these negotiations have proceeded 
or how many such mills are in contempla- 
tion has not yet transpired, but that the 
matter has been broached and listened to 
is pretty well assured. This syndicate, it 
is said, now owns both sides of the ‘‘ Soo” 
—Canadian as well as American—and so 
controls everything in sight, in the way of 
water power, on that line. The possibilities 
of the situation are claimed to be almost 
limitless and must attract capital for their 
development ere long. 

The two items which follow appear in 
to-day’s Chicago papers : 

‘* Another phase to the complicated legal 
proceedings in regard to the Columbus 
Straw Paper Company developed yester- 
day, when an intervening petition in the 
present litigation was filed by Rhoades, 
Utter & Co., of Rockford. The company 
owned a mill at Rockford, which was taken 
by promoters. A $50,000 mortgage was 
put on the buildings, and the intervenors 
assert that default has been made in the 
payment and interest of the mortgage, and 
the court is asked to foreclose and sell the 
properties.” 

‘* AppLeton, Wis., Sept. 10.—[Special.]}— 
A party of Government officials, including 
Captain Zinn, who is to succeed Capt. Carl 
Palfrey in charge of the Fox River im- 
provement ; Colonel Wilson, United States 
Superintendent of Public Grounds and 
Buildings, and a number of minor officers, 
passed up the Fox River to-day in the Gov- 
ernment steamer Fox ona tour of inspection. 
The party was met at this point by a dele- 
gation of manufacturers and the water 
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power ‘shut down’ situation was infor- 
mally discussed. Though the officers ex- 
pressed no opinions, it is believed the use 
of the water will be permitted in a very 
short time. Log driving on the upper rivers 
has ceased and steamboating is practically 
finished for the season. Petitions have 
been forwarded from every valley city, and 
also from Oshkosh, asking that the mills be 
allowed to use 40,000 cubic inches of water per 
minute, provided such use does not draw 
Lake Winnebago more than 4 inches below 
its present level, or to the same point as it 
was when the ‘ shut down’ was ordered, As 
no upriver interest will suffer by such use of 
water, and interests which demanded the 
original ‘ shut down’ now concede the use 
of so much water, it is believed the petitions 
will be favorably considered.” 

The Crown Lubricating Compound con- 
tinues to give a good account of itself. 
During the month just closed orders were 
filled from nine different States, touching 
Vermont on the East and Iowa and Missouri 
on the West. The goods ordered were for 
use on ordinary machinery, steam threshers, 
electric cars, roller flour mills, and, last but 
not least, paper mills—many of the last 
named being included. Old users likeit bet- 
ter and better as time goes by. In all new 
sections where it has been more recently 
introduced it is rapidly growing in favor 
and bids fair to soon leave all competing 
articles far in the rear. 

Paper already commands a greater vari- 
ety of uses than any other one thing pro- 
duced by man, but one more outlet is about 
to be provided for it. A large and enter- 
prising machinery concern of this city, 
having extensive Southern connections, is 
building machinery for baling cotton in 
cylindrical form, with a core through the 
centre—for all the world like rolls of print 
paper, except for the difference in material. 
Now, where the new use for paper comes in 
is to be found in the fact that it is proposed 
to carry this resemblance of roll to roll yet 
further by covering the cotton with heavy 
paper in the same manner as news print is 
covered now. It will be lighter, less bulky 
and less expensive than jute bagging (the 
present covering), and can be put on by the 
same machinery which bales the cotton 
right at the gin. 

Here seems to be an entirely new field 
for paper makers, the occupation of which 
may go a long way toward solving the 
problem of ‘ overproduction,” which has 
burdened the trade for some years. 

J. W. Butler, president of the paper com- 
pany bearing his name, is well known for 
his close attention to business. He has at 
last been persuaded to take an outing, how- 
ever, and is now making a tour of the 
northern waters, taking in Detroit, Buffalo, 
Duluth, Mackinac and other points of in- 
terest. Mr. Butler writes to his family that 
he is enjoying himself thoroughly, a fact at 
which his many friends will heartily rejoice. 


James T. Mix, of the firm of George H. 
Taylor & Co., returned the other day from 
Neenah, where he had acted as usher at 
the Babcock-Davis wedding. Everything 
connected with that auspicious event passed 
off without a hitch, according to program, 
and everybody had a delightful time. 


F. F. Rice, vice-president of Bradner 
Smith & Co. was heard from a few days 
ago at Geneva, Switzerland. His next ob- 
jective point was Paris, then London. 
After *‘doing” those two great cities with 
his wife, son and daughters, who are with 
him, the party will set sail for home, arriv- 
ing about October 10. 


F, P. Tyler, secretary of the American 
Paper Company, upon his return from his 
August fishing trip found a handsome 
“bike” awaiting him at home, presented 
to him by friends. Mr. Tyler says that he 
had never thought of riding a wheel before ; 
but now that he has learned how, he would 
not be without one for any consideration, 
and advises all of his friends to ‘‘ go and do 
likewise.” 


Frank A. Burgess, of the Moser-Burgess 
Paper Company, is back from his holiday 
by the sea, delighted with the East and 
with everybody in it. Nantucket, Boston, 
Holyoke, Springfield, New York, and Ni- 
agara Falls were among the places visited, 
and to oue who had never before been out 
of the West they together made uparevela- 
tion. Mr. Burgess says that by neither his 
wife nor himself will those happy three 
weeks ever be forgotten.

HOLYOKE, Mass., September 12, 1895. 


Midsummer weatherin mid-September 
is not much very ofan incentive to business. 
This is the kind of weather we have had 
since the present month came in, and it has 
had a demoralizing effect on every line of 
business. The thermometer registered 90° 
in the shade yesterday, but the temperature 
is lower to-day. 

The amount of trade has not increased 
very much since last week, and the mills 
could accommodate considerably more busi 
ness without trying very hard. The fine 
writings and book mills have no trouble in 
filling all of the orders that come their way, 
and the makers of coarser grades are not 
overworked. 

Business in the stock market is far from 
being lively. Manufacturers are buying 
very little raw material beyond their imme- 
diate needs, and this condition bids fair to 
rule for the present. Foreign rags are very 
dull and domestics are faring little better. 
Prices ruling last week are yet in vogue. 

The mills have been troubled considerably 
by low water this week, and several have 
been obliged to fall back on their steam 
plants for night power. The Water Power 
Company has been obliged to put the re- 
strictions on. There are several places be- 
tween here and Smith’s Ferry where the 
river can be crossed ‘* dry shod.” 

The Fruin-Bambrick Construction Com- 
pany, which is building the Holyoke Water 
Power Company's new dam, has awarded 
the contract for the granite to be used on 
this big job to the Mt. Bunyan Granite 
Company, of Monson, and it is expected 
that the first shipment will be made on 
Saturday of this week. 

The contract calls for the delivery of 8,000 
feet of granite, which will make about 1,800 
carloads in all. The stone will be used on 
the backing and for the abutments of the 
new dam. The Monson granite is consid- 
ered the best in this section, as it is very 
hard and of excellent quality. 

The Mt. Bunyan quarry is a new one, 
having been opened about a year ago, and 
this is the first large contract that the own- 
ers have had. About 100 extra stonecut- 
ters will be employed, and a yard will be 
opened at Palmer, about a half mile from the 
quarry. The shipments will be made over 
the Central Vermont and Boston and Maine 
railroads. 

The improvements at the Holyoke Ma- 
chine Works are being pushed as rapidly as 
possible, and sone of the work is already 
completed. The foundry building has been 
raised one story, and the roof is now being 
put on. A building 100x56 feet is being 
erected to contain the electric crane, and 
the latter will be used to convey castings 
to any part of the foundry. 

A new erecting building 100 by 160 feet is 
also being built, in which the machinery will 
be put together and adjusted. It will have 
all of the necessary cranes and overhead 
railways for raising and moving heavy 
machinery. When these improvements are 
finished the company will have one of the 
best equipped plants in this part of the 
country. 

During the heavy thunder storm on 
Tuesday evening the Water Power Com- 
pany’s Cabot street mill was struck by 
lightning and set on fire, but the flames 
were extinguished before any serious dam- 
age was done. 

Mrs. H. J. Dougherty, whose husband 
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was fatally injured at Jolly Brothers’ ma- 
chine shop, will sue the firm for $5,000 
under the employers’ “‘ liability act.” 

The Nonotuck Paper Company is build- 
ing an addition to its mill, to be two stories 
high. It will be used in connection with 
the finishing department and as a storage 
room.

Trade conditions hold about the same 
as reported last week. 

An improvement over the summer dull- 
ness is noted, but the demand usually inci- 
dent to the fall season has not yet developed. 

Occasionally an active spurt will show 
itself and continue for a couple of days, to 
be followed by other days of light business. 

At present the weather is very much 
against a rushing business. Although well 
along into September the days are really 
more uncomfortable than during the regu- 
lar summer months, The thermometer 
doesn’t go so high, but the atmospheric : 
humidity is greater and things are sticky. 

Under such weather conditions men be- 
come dull and lose their energy, and are, 
moreover, liable to complain of poor busi- 
ness, even if conditions do not warrant. 

Complaints of poor business are met only 
occasionally, however. The representative 
of one city paper house stated that he didn't 
see any improvement in business, another 
firm reported a very fair business, while 
reports from another house were very bull- 
ish. Inquiry of this latter firm brought 
the reply, ‘‘ Business is —— good with us,” 
the dash in the reply taking the place of the 
qualifying adjective, which was pronounced 
with considerable force by the person’, 
speaking. Further questioning brought 
out the fact that this house struck a rich 
find some days ago, and that the packing 
room is being run at night to get shipments 
off in time. 

Reports from mills show a fair volume of 
orders coming to hand, but mills are very 
much handicapped by low water. A gentle- 
man just in from a week's tour among the 
mills of Vermont and New Hampshire 
states that the scarcity of water in those 
States is getting to bea serious matter with 
the paper makers. Other sections of New 
England are also suffering from the same 
cause. Low water is curtailing the pro- 
duction of ground wood pulp considerably 
and in consequence wood pulp is command- 
ing better figures. Prices to-day are higher 
than those ruling yesterday. 

The paper stock market suffers somewhat 
from low water, because this prevents the 
full consumption of paper stock by the mills. 

Good heavy rains of a week or two are much 
needed. With plenty of water some lines of 
business would improve. 

Notwithstanding the fact that so many 
mills are hampered by low’ water C. D. 

Brown & Co. are having a very good busi- 
ness in mill supplies, felts, jackets, pulp, 
&c. This house has just taken the agency 
for an English Fourdrinier which will soon 
be brought to the notice of paper makers. 

Charles D. Brown returned from his fish- 
ing trip all right, and hastened to New 
York early in the week. 

E. B. Denison, of Portland, Me., treas- 
urer of the Androscoggin Pulp Company, 
passed through the city on Tuesday for 
New York.

bone from leather pulp has been recorded. 
Scraps of leather are ground, digested, 
worked, and dissolved in sulphate of potas- 
sium, after which the material is prepared 
in sheet form, stretched on racks to dry, 


subjected to intense heat, pressed, and is | 


then ready to split up into proper sizes for 
regular use in place of genuine bone. Since 
the introduction of the leather pulp process 


persons interested in the development of | 
| 
the paper industry have endeavored to ap- | 


ply the same principles to the latter class 
of product, and with apparent success, for 


specimens of the finished strips of imitation | 


whalebone, made from paper pulp, have 
been inspected, and appear to possess the 
required properties of durability, elasticity, 


and other characteristics of real whalebone. | 


The preparation employed in connection 
with the paper pulp process differs some- 
what from that of the leather. 

The ingredients used in the paper com 
pound consist of a liquid composed of 200 
parts of water, 4 parts of carbonate of 
potash, 10 parts of wax, 10 parts of sugar, 
and 5 parts of glycerine. To this is added 
a solution of algine—a solution of China 
moss—in water in the proportion of 12 to 
100. 

Ordinary pulp material is utilized, care 
being taken to have a good fibre, and the 
processes of digestion, &c., are conducted 
without material change from the uniform 
way. A novel machine is, however, em- 
ployed in preparing and mixing the pulp 
with the compounds. A view of this con- 
trivance is given in the accompanying illus- 
tration, in which crude wooden frames of 
large proportions may be seen, marked A, 
A. Revolving inside of these hollow tim- 
bers are upright cylinders, B, B, at the top 
of which wooden gears are beveled to en- 
gage with the gears on the shaft C, so that 
when the belt drives the large pulley D the 
shaft is turned, and this communicates

The first process to which the sheeted 
pulp is subjected after leaving the device 
consists in applications of a varnish made in 
the following manner: Dissolve 5 ounces of 
resin soap in 3 pounds of glycerine, add 1 


pound tallow compound, 3 ounces chalk and | 
mix the whole into a mass having about the | 


consistency of jelly. ‘This composition is 
applied with a large sponge to the sheets 
of pulp. The application must be uniform. 
After a while this varnish will soak into the 
fibre, and then comes pressing. The press- 
ing process as now accomplished is through 
the agency of heavy compression rolls, but 
probably a special machine will be built for 
the purpose later. 

Compression of the sheets is followed by 
splitting, which is done on an ordinary 
leather lacing splitting machine, in which a 
dozen or more strips of the required width 
are made simultaneously. Polishing comes 
next, then baking. The baking operation 
is quite important, as if baked too long the 
strips will be too brittle and break readily, 
while if not baked enough they will lack 
elasticity, which is one of the elements most 
desirable in whalebone. Rubbing with felt 
puts on the necessary finish for the strips, 
and if the work has been done right the 
strips are ready for the market. They re- 
semble the genuine bone very closely, pos- 
sessing all of the peculiar features of the 
real article. The weight is less, which 
may be an advantage. The selling price 
is said to be less than that of the genuine.

Thus there is no need of combination 
to keep the output of mills in near 
range of the demand, and it may be 
that in all lines of paper production 
the influence on prices will prove whole- 
some. The requirements of consumers 
are likely to become more important 
and more largely felt within a brief 
period, and when the active resump- 
tion of business, with an increased dis- 
tribution of goods, brings its influence 
to bear there should be orders enough 
to keep mills running close up to 
capacity. 





So long as humanity retains its place 
in the terrestrial world there will, no 
doubt, be optimists and pessimists of 
all degrees. The former can be en- 
dured even though they exaggerate 
the promises of worldly affairs, but the 
latter cast a funereal pall over the sun- 
niest outlook which ever blest much 
beset mankind. This thought has been 
borne in upon our mind by the spirit of 
discouragement which rears its unwel- 
come head to mar the pleasant hopes 
which have been grounded upon the ap- 
parent, if not real, return of prosperity 
and contentment.

If it is done 
spirit of discontent among our working 
classes again, as it seems to be, it is 
culpable beyond expression. The ad- 
vance in wages, although not abnor- 
reasons, aS a pre-eminent source of 
congratulation and proof of returning 
healthy business conditions and a bet- 
ter understanding between employers 
and employed. Because wages have 
not at once jumped to the levels of 1892 
it is no evidence that they will not get 
there eventually. Any talk calculated to 
cause dissatisfaction with conditions as 
they exist and the promises of the fu- 
ture is criminal. No one with a 
knowledge of human nature wants men 
of any station in life to get stuck in the 
rut of satisfaction with their condition ; 
improvement is not reached in that 
way. It is only fair to suppose that 
employers themselves have suffered 
somewhat from recent business condi- 
tions. Generally speaking, the employ- 
ing class has shown much willingness 
to do the fair thing, and that—given 
time and a continuance of good times— 
the old, if not higher, standards will be 
duly reached. The drift of the wage 
| question seems to be certainly toward 
| fairer conditions, and it will be well for 
those who work, as well as for those 
who pay, to be reasonable and just. 
Political talk is not logic. 








THE device illustrated and described 
on the first page of this issue of THE 


PAPER TRADE JOURNAL is offered as an. 


improvement in the method of suction 
on paper machines. It consists of a 
series of traveling suction boxes 
which are carried by means of sprock- 
et wheels and gear connections suc- 
cessively beneath and in _ contact 
with the wire with the same movement 
forward as the latter. An exhaust 
chamber provided with an exhaust con- 
duit communicates with the boxes, 
through apertures in a rotary disk 
which is connected with the suction 
boxes by means of a series of flexible 


pipes. 


THE attitude of the new British Gov- 
ernment toward international bimetal- 
lism has proved a disappointment to 
friends of the measure everywhere, and 
no doubt too much reliance was placed 
on the pre-election utterances of Arthur 
Balfour and the expectation that he 
would become a dominating influence 
in the British Cabinet. It is greatly to 
be regretted that the place of silver as 
a currency metal cannot be more 
speedily settled than at present seems 
probable. It is more than evident that 
eventually silver must be accorded its 
due place as a medium of exchange ; 
the world cannot get on without its aid. 
It has been called the ‘‘ money of the 
people,” but a more exact definition 
would be the ‘‘medium for small 
exchanges,” and as such it is the reli- 
ance of the working people in every 
country on the globe. This fact alone 
imposes upon governments everywhere 
the duty of finding a solution to the 
question of its place in the coinage of 
the world. Apparently the only feas- 
ible way of giving silver currency a 
stable value is through an international 
agreement regarding its ratio with gold, 
and making it legal tender and inter- 
changeable with gold and paper, ona 
basis of equality. The British official 
opposition to this plan which has re- 
cently developed chills all hopes of a 
speedy settlement of the question, and 
makes its presence as a disturbing ele- 
ment in national and international com- 
merce assured, for some time to come 
at least. 








In this country, especially in the 
Western and Southwestern sections, a 
strong sentiment in favor of the free 
coinage of silver prevails, and there 
is, seemingly, a distinct and emphatic 
purpose to oppose a final adjudication 
of our currency troubles upon any- 
other basis. The reasons for this 
strenuous opposition to bimetallism, 
which would both restore silver to its 
place in the currency and give it a 
stable value as a medium of exchange, 
have never been explained in terms 
sufficiently clear to enable dispassionate 
thinkers to reach conclusions as to their 
merits. We have no reason whatever 
to doubt the sincerity of the advocates

of free silver, but as their proposed 
plans are at variance with all accepted 
methods of finance, which are the out- 
come and result of generations of ex- 
perience, the burden of proof rests 
upon them. It ought to be clear as a 
pikestaff to anyone who has given any 
| attention tothe subject of international 
trade that the nation whose mediums of 
exchange differ from those of other 
| trading nations is at a disadvantage in 
every market of the world, even in its 
own home market. This has been 
proved over and over again, as every 
student of finance knows. It is a mat- 
ter of congratulation that the rising 
| tide of prosperity has placed some bar- 
| riers in the way of hasty and ill consid- 
ered action, giving the people time to 
think, and making radical changes of 
methods seem less desirable. The 
way out of our currency perplexities 
may be through the free silver door, 
but at the same time we are glad of 
the diminishing prospects for rushing 
matters.

Trying to Dissolve a Trust. 





The affairs of the National Wall 
Paper Company received attention at the 
hands of Deputy Attorney General Gilbert 
D. Hasbrouck last Monday afternoon on 
application for its dissolution, the hearing 
being held in Albany, N.Y. The company 
represents a combination of thirty-eight 
wall paper manufactories throughout the 
United States, which was formed in July, 
1892, with a capital of $30,000,000 common 
stock and $8 000.000 debentures. 

Edward M. Shepard. of Brooklyn, ap- 
peared before the Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral on Monday and asked that the Attor- 
ney Generul’s office bring an action to 
dissolve the corporation. He claimed that 
the $30,000,000 stock was issued on the 
strength of the good will of the concerns 
which were consolidated, which was in 
violation of the State statutes declaring 
that capital stock could only be issued for 
cash or an equivalent value in property. 
He held that the property of the company 
would be about exhausted if the debentures 
were paid,in case the company was dis- 
solved. He claimed that the company had 
no right to pay interest on the debentures 
except out of its earnings. 

He represented the firm of H. N. Wash- 
burn & Co., of Philadelphia, which had 
joined the combination. The firm wanted 
to secure its plant and carry on its own 
business, as it is claimed that the National 
Wall Paper Company had not made any 
money since its organization. 

Louis Marshall, of New York city, ap- 
peared for the National Wall Paper Com- 
pany, and denied Mr. Shepard's statements. 
He said the control of the Washburn Mill 
had been, for good reasons, taken from un- 
der the operation of the firm which origi- 
nally joined the combination, and that now 
they wanted to have the company dissolved 
in an endeavor to get back the property, for 
which they hold $1,800,000 of the common 
stock of the company, in addition to the pro 
rata share of the debentures. He said that 
the common stock represented the tangible 
property of the consolidated manufactories, 
as well as their good will, and that the capi- 
tal stock was issued in accordance with the 
statutes. 

He declared that there are no reasons 
why such application as this should be en- 
tertained. If this company’s scheme of 
capitalization was attacked the Attorney 
General's office would be kept busy winding 
up the affairs of 150 other large corporations 
similarly organized. He asked on what the 
issue of the stock of the sugar trust, which 
was represented by the firm to which Mr. 
Shepard belongs, was based. 

Mr. Shepard said this could be easily seen 
by passing along the East River, where a 
view could be had of the immense sugar 
refineries in operation there. 

Mr. Marshall said this was also true of 
the National Wall Paper Company, which 
had manufactories scattered all over the 
United States. He continued: * It comes 
with poor grace for a firm that has defended 
the sugar trust to come here and hold up 
their hands in holy horror at the organiza- 
tion of the National Wall Paper Company. 





The Attorney General will remember that 
when he started to prosecute the sugar 
trust some time ago for violation of New 
York State laws the company sneaked over 
into the State of New Jersey and was in- 
corporated, thus escaping this State's juris- 
diction.” 

Mr. Shepard—Our firm does not desire to 
keep any clients at the expense of the en- 
forcement of State laws. Mr. Marshall can- 
not show a single instance where capital 
stock has been issued for good will as a 
basis. 

Mr. Marshall—Such is not the case with 
our company, the capital issued represent- 
ing both the tangible property and the good 
will of the many manutactories forming it. 

The Deputy Attorney General closed the 
hearing after three hours’ argument, giving 
each side ten days within which to file 


briefs.

Market Beview. —

THE MONEY MARKET.—There was 
not a great volume of business in the stock 
market, and most of the moving shares 
closed at lower figures. The call loan mar- 
ket was easy at 1 per cent. Inthe outside 
market some banks and trust companies 
were able to place funds at 1% per cent. 
Time collateral loans were easy. Rates 
were 1% per cent. for thirty days, 2 per 
cent. for sixty days, 2% per cent. for 
ninety days, 24%@38 per cent. for four and 
five months,and 8 per cent. for longer 
dates. Commercial paper rates were firm, 
as follows: 34%@4 per cent. for sixty and 
ninety day indorsements ; 334@4¥ per cent. 
for four months’ acceptances of commission 
houses ; 4@5 per cent. for best four month 
single names, and 44/@5 per cent. for best 
long singles. Singles less well known sold 
at as high as 6 per cent. The supply of 
paper in the market showed an increase, 
but the new offerings were not generally of 
a kind that the New York banks wanted to 
buy. Unsold lines therefore accumulated. 
The market was unchanged in character, 
but there was no supply of bills except of 
those drawn against gold exports for 
Saturday’s steamers. Commercial futures 
were in very moderate supply. Posted rates 
were $4.8914 for sixty days and $4.90% for 
sight. Actual rates were $4.883/ @4.89 / for 
sixty days and $4.893, @4.90 for sight. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—The past week 
has not been prolific of news in the paper 
market. Manufacturers report improve- 
ment in the way of orders, but low water is 
complained of pretty generally, and is the 
cause of restricted product with some mills. 
News is in brisk demand and machines are 
busy, with product well contracted for. 
Some of the Book mills report business bet 
ter as to volume, but that prices do not 
grow any larger. Manillas are in good de- 
mand, low grades particularly, and prices 
are firm. Writings are in fair call. Local 
trade is about the same as last week, there 
being no decided change in the situation. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market is quiet 
and prices are about as quoted last week. 

WOOD PULP.—Ground wood continues 
in good demand and prices are firm.

Under the new tariff of Newfoundland 
book binders’ tools and implements, includ- 
ing ruling machines, leathers, bookbinders’ 
cloth, marble paper and paper board, im- 
ported direct by bookbinders for use in their 
trade and not for sale, will pay an ad valorem 
duty of 10 per cent. 

Under the new tariff of Newfoundland 
paper or felt used for sheathing the bottoms 
of vessels, parchment or wax paper im- 
ported direct for wrapping boneless fish for 
export, printed books, pamphlets, news- 
papers, maps, charts, printing paper, print- 
ing presses, printing types and all other 
printing requisites are admitted free of 
duty. 





The /ndustrial Record says that a John- 
son’s Creek (N. Y.) inventor has devised a 
new water wheel to develop power from 
rivers which run witha strong current. The 
inventor proposes to adopt a perpendicular 
shaft, set the wheel close to a vertical shore 
wall and form a raceway by constructing 
another pier wall out in the stream running 
almost parallel with the first, but approach- 
ing the same gradually. The water would 
strike the inshore side of the wheel and 
there would be a headgate, a tailgate and 
a semicircular breakwater partly inclosing 
the wheel on the outer side. 


Judgment for $15,412 was entered on 
Thursday against Geo. and Frederick A.

Henry LINDENMEYR. 
Henry Lindenmeyr, senior partner and 


founder of the firm of Henry Lindenmeyr 


& Sons, paper dealers, New York, died sud- 
denly at 5 o'clock on Wednesday morning, 
September 11, of apoplexy. He had been 
at his business as usual on Tuesday, and 
beyond a slight indisposition not sufficient 
for serious thought was apparently in good 
health. He remained at his store until 
nearly 5 o'clock on Tuesday. Early on 
Wednesday morning Mrs. Lindenmeyr was 
awakened by his stertorous breathing, and 
immediately summoned assistance, but the 
efforts were of no avail. The funeral ser- 
vices were held last night (Friday) at his 
late residence, 240 East Fifteenth street. 
Henry Lindenmeyr was born in Germany 
sixty years ago this summer, and coming to

this country when about nineteen years of 
age began his career in the American paper 
tredeas porter for A. J. Van Winkle, who was 
then in business in Spruce street. Mr. Lin- 
denmeyr's industry and ability commended 
him to his employer, and he soon became 
salesman, and finally manager of the busi- 
ness. Mr. Lindenmeyr’s brother John 
started in the paper trade in William street, 
and when Mr. Van Winkle’s business col- 
lapsed Henry joined his brother John and 
formed the firm of Lindenmeyr Broth- 
ers. They prospered, and during the war 
their shrewdness in buying resulted in large 
profits. About 1873 the brothers dissolved 
partnership, Henry continuing the business 
aloné. Hel finally ‘téfioved tH 15 ana” 17 
Beekman street, where some years ago he 
admitted hissons, Henry, Jr., and Gustave, 
to partnership, the firm becoming Henry 
Lindenmeyr & Sons. Later the firm re- 
moved to 33 East Houston street, with a 
branch at 20 Beekman street. A younger 
son, Fritz, is now also connected with the 
business. 

It is a curious illustration of the way in 
which the relationships in life change that 
A. J. Van Winkle, with whom Mr. Linden- 
meyr started in business life, was for many 
years prior to his death an employee of Mr. 
Lindenmeyr’s. At the present time a son 
of Mr. Van Winkle is one of the efficient 
corps of salesmen of Henry Lindenmeyr & 
Sons. 

Mr. Lindenmeyr was a genial, pleasant 
man and his modesty was one of his strik- 
ing characteristics. He strongly and em- 
phatically objected to having his name ap- 
pear in print, and, while he was a very 
liberal supporter of all good objects, the 
condition of his giving was that his name 
should never be made known. Among his 
employees he was especially popular, and 
very many stories are related of his aiding 
them over hard places both by friendly ad- 
vice and financial assistance, always ex- 
tended in a way which brought pleasure to 
him and the object of the aid as well. The 
fortune which he accumulated wrought in 
him no change, and in his wealthy days he 
was as plain and democratic as in his early 
struggles for a place. His death carries 
genuine sorrow to many, not only in but 
outside of the trade. He leaves a widow 
and nine children, four sons and five daugh- 
ters. One of the sons, Henry, is now in 
Europe. 

Under a call issued by Secretary Davis, 
of the Stationers’ Board of Trade, a meet- 
ing was held at the board rooms on Thurs- 
day afternoon, there being present Frank 
Squier, of Perkins, Goodwin & Co.; D. G. 
Garrabrant, of Bulkley, Dunton & Co.; B. 
Myer, of B. & O. Myer; Theodore Con- 
row, of Conrow Brothers ; W. E. Lathrop ; 
A. Trier, of S. Trier & Son ; John G. Bain- 
bridge, of Henry Bainbridge & Co.; J. H. 
Sutphen, of H. C. Hulbert & Co.; W. A. 
Underhill, of C. F. Hubbs & Co.; T. A. 
Vernon, of Vernon Brothers & Co.; C. B. 
Hewitt, of C. B. Hewitt & Brothers, and 
Robert W. Skinner, of Jones & Skinner. 

Frank Squier was elected chairman and 
W. W. Davis secretary. 

Mr. Squier read the call for the meeting 
and then said: ‘‘ I do not know that I can 
Say anything in regard to Mr. Lindenmeyr 
that is not already known to you. Most of 
you knew him before I did. I can only say 














this, that there was nobody in the paper 


trade or connected with it who commanded 
the respect of the trade more than Mr. Lin- 
denmeyr. He was a man who came up by 
his own exertion from the very bottom of 
the trade, and left off at the top; and I am 
sure for myself, and I think I can say for 
others, that when our record is closed, if it 
is as good and as true as that of Henry 
Lindenmeyr we will have accomplished a 
great deal. I will be pleased to hear from 
the others here.” 

Mr. Trier moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to draft suitable resolutions and 
forward them to the family. 

Mr. GARRABRANT—For one I want to add 
my testimony to the memory of Henry Lin- 
denmeyr. I have known him personally for 
thirty years, and learned to esteem him 
very highly. My firm had dealings with 
him from the very beginning of his entrance 
into the paper trade, and I know that the 
present members of the firm, as well as our 
old partners, Messrs. Bulkley and Dun- 
ton, held Mr. Lindenmeyr in the highest 
esteem. Iwant also to speak for the 
Winnipiseogee Paper Company, of which 
I am a director. That company had 
large dealings with Mr. Lindenmeyr for 
many years, and in all that extensive busi- 
ness there has not arisen the first thing to 
lessen our high opinion of him and our re- 
gard for him as an eminently high minded, 
honorable business man, and I think that a 
career like his is an inspiration to the men 
nthe trade. I believe that it ought to be 
commended, and we honor ourselves in put- 
ting on record our commendation of him. 
We admire men who have been successes, 
and Henry Lindenmeyr has been unusually 
successful in business. He started with no 
considerable money to see him through, but 
with ability and industry, and by virtue of 
them he made a most remarkable success. 
There is another thing about his success 
which every gentleman who had business 
relations with him will admit, and it is that 
he achieved his success not by petty, 
small, shrewd or sharp methods in deal- 
ing. He was a man who was open 
and above board in his dealings, and 
was never guilty of the scheming and 
petty meanness in which some men are 
tempted to indulge. While we admire a 
man who makes a success, we also admire a 
man who enjoys his life. I think that 
Henry Lindenmeyr was an illustration of 
the men who enjoy life. We cannot look 
into each other's hearts so fully as to speak 
without reserve, but going by appearances 
I think that those who knew Henry Linden- 
meyr in his social, family and business life 
will agree that he was a man who enjoyed 
life. He was not a slave to his business, 
or one who had no joy or pleasure outside of 


it. One quality in his enjoyment of life was 


the fact that he tried to help others to enjoy 
it. He was so generous and pure minded 
that he seemed to take as much pleasure in 
making others happy as in being happy 
himself. 
knew him in his home and socially, know 
that Henry Lindenmeyr enjoyed making 
other people happy. I think that heisa good 
example for the rest of us. If wecan make 
our business life such as he made his ; if we 
can enjoy it and make other people happy 
through our ministrations as he did, I think 
that we will have done a great thing. Iam 
very glad to say these few words from my 
heart personally, and on behalf of my firm 
and of the company which I represent, and 
shall gladly vote for the resolutions which 
the committee may adopt. 

W. E. Laruror—lI appear here in a dual 
capacity. Personally, I knew Mr. Linden- 
meyr for very many years. I admired him 
very much, and heartily concur in every 
word that Mr. Garrabrant has spoken. I 
also appear for the Fall Mountain Paper 
Company. I had a letter from Mr. A. N. 
Burbank, the treasurer of the company, ex- 
pressing his deep regret at Mr. Linden- 
meyr’s decease, and later a wire asking the 
date of the funeral, that he might attend. 
We have done a large business with Mr. 
Lindenmeyr and knew him well. 

T. A. Vernon—I can simply say on be- 
half of my firm that all of the dealings we 
had with Mr. Lindenmeyr were very satis- 
factory and we always found him a cour- 
teous gentleman. I remember that my 
father in expressing his high regard for 
Mr. Lindenmeyr, said that he looked upon 
him as a very upright and successful man. 

Mr. Trizer—I donot know that I have 
anything further to add except to say that 
the firm which I represent knew Mr. Lin- 
denmeyr well. During the many months 
that my father was ill at his home, an ill- 
ness which terminated in death, Mr. Lin- 
denmeyr was without doubt a friend, be- 
cause he made it his special business to 
come from his home and business to see 
my father, and were my father alive he 
certainly would be here. I can only say 
the very kindest words of Mr. Lindenmeyr. 

The motion was then adopted, and the 
chair appointed the following named gentle- 
men on the committee: D. Garrabrant, A, 
Trier, B. Myer, Theodore Conrow and John 
George Bainbridge.

‘His generous and broad-minded treat- 
ment of all associated with him in any 
business relation was such as to win the 
esteem and regard of everyone, and in his 
removal by death the entire paper and all 
associated trades have lost a real friend. 

‘* We tender our sincerest sympathy to 
his family in this sad bereavement.” 





Mrs. C. D. Brownine. 

Mrs. C. D. Browning, of Greenville, 
Conn., died on September 6. She had been 
seriously ill for only a week, but had suf- 
fered for some time from ill health. 

Mrs. Browning had been identified with 
the history of Greenville for nearly fifty 
years. Going there from Lebanon while a 
young girl, she made her home with her 
grandfather, Oliver Woodworth, and later 
with her aunt, Mrs. Nathan Avery. She 
taught for atime in the village school and 
afterward married Charles D. Browning, 
who until recently was president of the 
Yantic Paper Company. Mrs. Browning 
took an active part in all Christian work, 
having united with the Greenville Congre- 
gational Church in 1859.

Professor Carpenter, a writer and 
authority on the economy of fuel in present 
engineering methods, states that a study of 
the tests of boilers which have been made in 
this line shows definitely that a larger per- 
centage of the value of coal can be utilized 
when using anthracite, and that bituminous 
coal, and even oil, can only be burned with 
large wastes of heat. Many who have 
intimately studied the subject are of the 
opinion that a large portion of the hydro- 
carbon gas contained in bituminous coal is 
given off when the coal is first fired and is 
carried away unconsumed with large vol- 
umes of fresh air before the furnace 
doors are closed. Whether or not there is 
absolute proof of this being so, Professor 
Carpenter thinks there is little doubt {that 
to successfully fire the bituminous coals 
they should first be gradually heated in the 
presence of a small amount of air, which 
will drive off the gas, and the gas liberated 
should then be passed overa body of in- 
candescent coals in the presence of suffi- 
cient air to produce combustion. Mention 
is made of the scheme, favored by some, 
of drawing the gas downward through a 
body of incandescent coal, but no auto- 
matic device will really replace an intelli- 
gent fireman, though it is admitted that no 
slight difference exists in the quality of 
these various machines, and that some of 
them are of practical help.

MIAMI VALLEY. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 





DAYTON, Ohio, September 13, 1805. 


It cannot be said that the fall season 
‘‘rushed in” upon the trade and that the 
coroner was summoned to care for several 
cases of heart disease; but there was such a 
thoroughly substantial run of orders on the 
books when ‘‘taps” were sounded that all 
of the paper trade men of this city and 
valley feel that ‘* it is well to be here.” 

A post mortem over the remains of hot 
summer trade discloses no developments 
of general interest. Every business man 
knows how the ill and the beneficial winds 
treated him and his interests, and a scien- 
tific verdict is only a waste of fragrance on 
the desert air. There are too many things 
on this earth of immediate occurrence to ad- 
mit of a ‘‘uselessly philosophical” review 
of the flitting past. Only when experience 
is needed in a transaction will the back files 
be inspected. 

Nearly all classes of paper and paper nov- 
elty manufacture are finding a ready mar- 
ket. The annual appearance of fall is one 
of the faultless arrangements of time 
which gives satisfaction with a capital S. 
Would that it could come every thirty days, 
hike the tailor’s bill. 

Despite the seeming prosperity of men 
and affairs, and despite the extremely hot 
weather of the present ninth month of the 
year, there is little of a strange or startling 
character to engage the paper man's atten- 
tion. It would appear that with all of the bad 
tempers accruing from the intense torridity 
of this zone some transaction of interest 
should break the monotony, but the man 
who holds his breath while the dénouement 
comes forth will not only break a Miami 
Valley record but his windpipe as well. 

Most of the manufacturers who fled from 
business cares a few weeks ago have re- 
turned, only to welter in one of the hottest 
periods of the season, calculated to superin- 
duce every ailment flesh is heir to, except 
ambition. "Tis well that the fall trade this 
yearcomes notin disguise. Detection is an 
acute quality of the average Miami Valley 
mill man. 

Charles D. Mead, president of the Mead 
Paper Company, however, disputes the old 
stock saying that ‘there is nothing new 
under the sun,” by referring the trade to 
the extensive improvements now in order 
at the Scioto Pulp and Paper Mills at Chil- 
licothe. These mills are operated and 
owned by the Mead Paper Company and 
are plants of considerable magnitude. The 
mill has a capacity of 16,000 pounds of book 
and 20,000 pounds of soda fibre in twenty- 
four hours, and the additions now in 
course of erection will find said capacities 
greatly increased. A new finishing room 
50 feet square has been completed, and anew 
set of superior calenders has been placed in 
position. Other improvements are in course 
of completion, and by the time that the fall 
season is rightly started a large force of 
workmen will be engaged. 

Treasurer ‘* Tom” Boyd, of Butler County, 
who has managed the entanglements of the 
Louis Snider's Sons Company, and who is 
the right hand bower of Congressman Sorg, 
of the Jacoby Paper Company, this week 
purchased the Hamilton Democrat, and at 
once assumed editorial and managerial 
dictation. The consideration was not made 
public. 

It would certainly be interesting to see 
T. B. Boyd wrestling with a news print 
‘‘drummer.” It is ventured that Mr. Boyd 
has furnished the newspapers more legal 
and political news in his business transac- 
tions of the recent past than he will ever 
stir up in the misty future, no matter how 
unlimited the scope in his new field may be. 

It is with gladness that Miami Valley 
paper men hailed the news from Franklin 
that the First National Bank will resume 
business at the same old stand. It will be 
recalled that this bank closed suddenly a 
few weeks ago, and that the flutter on the 
commercial horizon was more than fleeting. 
It will also be borne in mind that the chief 
factotum of this financial institution is a 
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paper mill owner, his chief assistant a simi- 


lar business man, and thelatter’s head helper 
of the same stripe. In short, all of these 
directly associated with the bank are prom- 
inently connected with the trade, and any 
permanent embarrassment with them would 
indicate more than words can pre-convey. 
That they are all gentlemen of sterling 
qualities and thoroughly upright principles 
is evidenced by action at the proper moment, 
This action consisted of the circulation of a 
petition which required all deposits to be 
left in the bank and that they be drawn only 
at three, six, nine, twelve and fifteen 
months from the date signature was at- 
tached. When the bank closed there were 
$102,000 subject to checks and $25,000 in 
time certificates. It is understood that 
signatures representing the proper amount 
have been secured, and that under this ar- 
rangement a resumption of business will 
follow promptly. It is further stated that 
the stockholders have agreed to stand an 
assessment, if necessary. 

Such is the unflinching confidence in 
Franklin's First National Bank and its well- 
known managers. One fact seems assured, 
viz., that the bank was pressed to the utter- 
most and that its sudden closing only pre- 
vented ulterior embarrassment. 

Examiner Betts has concluded his work 
in connection with the case. At least half 
a dozen prominent Ohioans applied to Secre- 
tary Eckles for the receivership of the sup- 
posedly insolvent bank, but this expensively 
lucrative item was coyly avoided, to the 
betterment of all concerned. 

The Hagar Straw Paper Company was 
compelled to suspend operations for a while 
on account of the scarcity of water. Work 
was at once begun on a well, and by the ap- 
plication of considerable energy not much 
delay was experienced. Massie’s Creek, 
which furnishes the supply, was entirely 
barren of water. 

Several soaking rains have fallen in this 
territory during the past fortnight, and 
especially one which it was considered 
would carry its effect in mitigating the 
drought. However, it failed of its purpose 
and the same dry condition exists here. 
The situation is trying. 

Investigation shows that the Hamilton in- 
surance agents placed amounts on mills ag- 
gregating $75,000, all of which were returned 
to the central office as ‘‘ dwellings.” All 
separate amounts were under $5,000. What 
a nice legal battle the lawyers would have 
indulged in had any of the mills burned and 
the insurance been protested! 

Mr. Murata, president of a large paper 
concern at Tokio, Japan, who recently 
visited Black & Clawson, paper mill ma- 
chinery men, at Hamilton, was loud in his 
praise of Miami Valley energy and the un- 
limited fruit of capital in general evidence. 
Mr. Murata was accompanied by another 
prominent member of the Japanese firm, and 
business was transacted ‘ up to snuff.” This 
Tokio mill supplies the greater part of 
Japan, it is stated, and especially the larger 
cities. 

All of the mills in the valley properly ob- 
served Labor Day. Several thousand paper 
mill employees enjoyed the holiday in a 
quiet manner. M. V.
